Assured of employment, 
they are

surate with the positions open. Man­ 
agers sort them over, select the most 
appropriate and refuse to place the 
others. 
“ I know of many 
cases 
where 
girls, young and innocent, have been 
thus abandoned, 
utterly 
destitute 
and hundreds of miles from friends. 
The stern alternatives are starvation 
and shame; and the result is the re­ 
cruiting of the ranks of our western 
women of the streets.”
